The Indiana highway police 
had learned in advance th at 
Shouse would be here and 15 
patrolmen from th at state were 
waiting with a half dozen Edgar 
county deputy sheriffs in front 
of the France hotel when the 
fugitive drove up. 
The policerAen recognized the 
convict’s car, a sedan he had 
bought in Terre Haute.

Suddenly Shouse recog­ 
nized th a t he was trapped and 
the police and convict started 
shooting. 
Teague was shot twice through 
the head.

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THE TRAGEDY OF SAMUEL INSULL 
American business has not in y ears offered as 
spectacular a tragedy as that of Samuel Insull.
